Immediately following this a voice 
from the rear of the church announc­ 
ed the processional, 
“Jesus 
Lives,’* 
which the vested choir of 40 voices 
rendered in harmonious volume as 
they flied slowly up the aisle. 
The program of special music which 
was followed was very elaborate and 
was rendered in a most 
impressive 
manner. 
Miss Everson sang a beau­ 
tiful solo in pleasing voice and with 
telling effect, and tho entire program 
was carried out with a precision and 
harmony that showed 
the 
skillful 
training of a m aster hand. The differ­ 
ent numbers were rendered exactly as 
given in the complete program as pub­ 
lished in the News Review Satur­ 
day. 
Tile rector’s sermon, “From Death 
Unto Life,” wus an able effort, deliv­ 
ered in a masterly and effective man­ 
ner.

These temples were not suffi­ 
cient and the fitting climax was In 
“the temple of the church,” 
which 
was founded by Christ on earth. The 
pastor spoke at length on this divis­ 
ion of his discourse, giving a logical 
demonstration of the superiority 
of 
the church, in purpose, over all other 
organizations. 
The sermon was followed by a beau- 
tiful solo. Just before the close of 
the service Rev. Mr. Weary arose and 
said: 
“I know that the people of East Liv­ 
erpool do not appreciate a manuscript 
sermon, but there are times when a 
manuscript sermon comes with more 
force than the ablest oral effort that 
was ever delivered, and I have that 
kind of a manuscript sermon for you 
this morning.” He then read the fol­ 
lowing letter:

CANNIBALISM AT SEA 


Ghastly Stories Tola by Survivors or 


a Shipwrecked Bark, Who 
Reached Singapore. 


London. April 8.—The 
Singapore 
correspondent of The Daily Express 
wired a ghastly story of cannibalism 
at sea brought to Singapore by two 
survivors of the Nova Scotian hark 
Angola, wrecked about six days’ sail 
from Manila, Oct. 23 la st 
The cor­ 
respondent says: 
“The survivors, Johnnsen, a Swede, 
and Marticornu, a Spaniard, assert 
that the Angola struck a reef. 
Two 
rafts were built. 
The smaller, bear­ 
ing five men, disappeared. The other, 
with 12 men, drifted for 40 days. The 
sailors ate barnacles, seaweed and 
finally their boots. 
“On the twenty fifth day two be­ 
came insane and killed themselves. 
On the twenty-sixth 
a 
Frenchman 
killed the m ate with an axe, drank 
his blood and tried to eat his brains, 
but was 
prevented by the others. 
Next day the Frenchman was killed 
while attem pting to murder the cap­ 
tain. 
The survivors, all of whom 
were now insane, ate the Frenchm an’s 
body. 
“Cannibalism continued until only 
Johnnsen and Marticornu remained. 
On the forty-second 
day 
the raft 
stranded on Subi or Flat island, in 
the 
Natuna 
group 
(northwest of 
Borneo). 
Johnnsen and Marticornu 
were 
awfully 
emaciated. 
Friendly 
Malays sent them by junk to Singa­ 
pore.”

The befire pf rock over which 
the water of 1><MlY Hie American and 
Horseshoe falls how is of ! ani lime­ 
stone 
It Is all o f’ OO feet thick and 
naturally very heavy. Underneath ibis 
ledge of limestone there are the shales 
of the Niagara locality. This soft rock 
Is many feet thick. 
The reek of the 
Horseshoe fall is unprotected, and as 
tile water falls over the precipice and 
boils Iii the river below it washes away 
the soft shale beneath the limestone, 
so that the limestone is left iii slietlike 
form, projecting far out into the gorge. 
Observant visitors to the falls have no 
doubt noticed this condition. 
In Hie course of time the shale foun­ 
dation of tho limestone lodge is exca­ 
vated to such a point that tho unsup- | 
ported ledge breaks away by its own j 
weight, and the crest line of the H orso 
shoe fall recedes so much farther. 
Then the water attacks the newly ex­ 
posed shale, aud iu time the process | 
outlined is repeated. This has been go- j 
ing on for centuries, and it will eon- 
finue until the falls of Niagara are no : 
more.-—Philadelphia Record.

tperi several hours, accom panied by 
a policeman attached to the district 


a tto rn e y ’s office, in touring the Ten- 
itrloin district. 
According to this 
-tory hotels, concert halls and gar* 
dens and theaters had been visited by 
(he prisoner and his atten d an t a n i 
dozens of drinks taken. Ou this point 
lawyer Patrick s a id : 
•*I have known th at this kind of 
tliiug has been going on tor several 
weeks. 
I could not have sw orn th at 
such was the case, but I have heard 
from various sources th at Jones was 
ukntifully supplied with money, was 
takm out buggy-riding and was o th er­ 
wise tre a te d with great kindness and 
«ansideration.’' 
Patrick went on to speak of the 
Rice murder case. 
He said in p art: 
“Jones never killed W. 
M. Rice. 
Had he done so he never would have 
testified to it, especially as the dis­ 
trict attorney has prom ised him no 
immunity, aor would 
his 
counsel, 
m n 
though 
provided by Captain 
Baker, have perm itted him to do so. 
Hie confidence is due to the fact th at 
W. M. Rice, at the age of 84, died of 
heart failure, as did his brother, F. A. 
Rice, yesterday, at th e age of 70, and 
there will never be any proof other­ 
wise. The only c rim e of which Jones 
ie guilty is that of conspiring against 
the 1900 will and th a t of perjury in 
the present proceedipgs. 
His fairy 
story is the result of a collaboration 
with Captain Jam es A. Baker, Jones’ 
Itwyer; Mr. Battle, who is hired by 
Baker; A ssistant D istrict 
Attorney 
Osborne and Prof. W itthaus, the pro­ 
fessional expert, whose report Osborne 
for the last six m onths lias been ex­ 
pecting in a few days, and who swore 
that Rice died of m ercurial poisoning, 
if he did not die of som ething else. 
"The object of Jones* story is to 
have mc held in prison pending the 
will litigation. 
"It would take but little corrobora­ 
tion to convict Juries upon his own

Many people fall to see how the falls 
wear the rock away, and this is a little 
mystery until thd exact conditions are 
real Irk!. Tho lo<ffret>f rock over which 
the water of b ’dtii* the American and 
Horseshoe falls tlbXv is of I a,rd lime­ 
stone. 
It is all of OO feet thick and 
naturally very heavy. Underneath this 
ledge of limestone tiler*' are the shales 
of the Niagara locality. This soft rock 
is many feet thick. 
The rock of the 
Horseshoe fall is unprotected, and as 
the water falls over the precipice and 
boils In the river below it washes away 
tile soft shale beneath the limestone, 
so that the limestone is left in shetllke 
form, projecting far out into the gorge. 
Observant visitors to the falls have no 
doubt uoticeil this condition. 
In the course of time the shale foun­ 
dation of tho limestone h*dgo is exca- 
vntod to aitch a point that the unsup- 
ported le d g e breaks aw ay by its own 
weight, and the crest line of tile Hors.*- 
shoe fall recede* so much farther, 
Then the water attacks the newly ex­ 
posal shale, and in time the process 
outlined is repeated. This has Ixvu go­ 
ing ou for centuries, and it will con­ 
tinue until the falls of Niagara are no 
more.—Philadelphia Record.
